in an initial state when applying a gate voltage to the first gate electrode and the third gate 
electrode, a first voltage to at least one of the two first wirings, and a second voltage to at least 
one of the two second wirings, wherein the first voltage is lower than the second voltage, 
wherein each of the first region and the second region is formed between the first impurity 
regions, and wherein each of the third region and the fourth region is formed between the second 
impurity regions. as recited in claim 26. 

Claims 23-25 and 27-33 are also allowed as being dependent of the allowed independent
